Our Guest, The Teacher, Is Welcome 


(AN EDITORIAL) 


TT7ERE Coshocton scheduled this week end to 


* V entertain a group of European royalty, high 


functionaries from Washington, or a regiment of 
men and their officers from the regular army, the 
old town would be ablaze with martial decora* 
tions, the hills that abut either side the Muslungum 
would reverberate with the roar of cannon and 
military music would quicken every pulse. 


Yet the guests who nil our homes and walk 


our streets this evening better serve the republic 
than all they. The school room is indeed the cor- 
ner stone upon which the Fathers • builded and 
they -were quick to see that if the governmental 
edifice with which they experimented were to be 
a gift in perpetuity to their children and an en- 
during monument to their own wisdom there must 
forever be incorporated in the body politic pro- 
vision for universal education at state expense. 


So from the first the teacher was honored. In 


every pioneer settlement immediate provision was 
made for the log school house. In every public 
gathering he who presided over its destinies was 
given distinction. In the van of Civilization's 
western march strode the TEACHER. And in no 
previous instance has that march been so rapid 
and its strides so long, thanks to the wisdom of 
the Fathers in putting at the head of the proces- 
sion the TEACHER instead of the soldier, as was 
the wont of the older civilizations. 


And still that march goes on and still the 


TEACHER leads. And so long as the old order of 
going is maintained there is still room for sane 
optimism. 
Bat at time* there comos just a trace 


of apprehension and the shadow of pessimism flits 
by when those of us whose memories are able 
vividly to go back thirty-five years, discern a dif- 
ference between the position occupied by the 


• teacher then and now. It may be an unjustifiable 
apprehension, but to many of us it comes unbidden 
and it is real. 


And if the fear is unfounded and the teach- 


er still holds in his hand the immortal TORCH 
whose bright flame is the TRUTH, and his right to 


- lead on is unquestioned as of yore, then indeed is 


all -well and the Way shall be made light before 
the feet of oncom»r;g generations. But to our way 
of thinking that is the first thing to make sure. 
The right of the teacher to seek the TRUTH un- 
hampered, no matter where the quest may lead; 
the necessity of the pure stream of LEARNING to 
flow on unimpeded, regardless of the grotesque 
Bryanisms of this or any other age; the wholesome 
respect of the people for the TEACHER and all 
he represents, are still vital factors hi the preser- 
vation of our priceless bequest and a condition pre- 
cedent to future^progress. 


So it is a privilege of high degree for this good 


town of ours to have the teachers of Eastern Ohio 
as its guests. And as they come into our homes 
today and tomorrow, let us have hi mind not alone 
the individual, but as well the profession of which 
these our guests are the exponents. For if our 
Republic is to endure and the world is in truth to 
be made safe for the coming of democracy, the 
front line of trenches must be maintained not by 
shotted guns and lines of gleaming bayonets, but 
by high-minded, conscientious TEACHERS, the 
most useful class in the Republic, the leaven of 
Civilization.

The law providing for a direct state levy of 15 hundredths 


mill for weak school districts was violently opposed in the last 
General Assembly by the city of Cleveland. Thompson is 
voicing that sentiment. Cleveland capitalists own much of the 
mining stock of the State Aid coal counties and much of the 
wealth of those counties is shipped into Cleveland. The hill 
counties do not get any funds from taxation on the above. If 
they did they would not need State Aid.
